THE OIL SHORTAGE 
Production of crude oil, of which gasoline is a by-product 
will soon be a greater problem than the existing gasoline situ­ 
ation, according to George M. Swindle, secretary of the State 
Chamber of Mines and Oil of Los Angeles. 
He quotes government statistics on gasoline and crude oil 
to show that the decrease in oil production, despite the in­ 
creased number of wells sunk within the last five years, is 
the vital cause of the present shortage.
